The DX Century Club (DXCC) is Amateur Radio’s 
premier award that Amateurs can earn by confirming 
on the air contacts with 100 countries. The DXCC 
Honor Roll is earned by Amateurs who submit confir- 
mation for contacts reached within the numerical top 
10 of the overall number of entities on the DXCC List. 
There have been several requests to delete certain 
countries/entities from the DXCC list because it is felt 
that the country doesn’t really exist (for example, 
Scarborough Reef) or because the country is under 
such tight governmental controls that DXpeditions are 
impossible. As the RAC representative to the Ameri- 
can Radio Relay League’s DX Advisory 
Committee (DXAC), I would like to hear your opin- 
ions so that I can provide the views of Canadian Ama- 
teurs to the committee. The DXAC has dealt with this 
matter a number of times in the past and it will be dis- 
cussed at our upcoming Zoom meeting.
